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PREFACE 


This special issue of DEMOGRAPHY provides a cumulative ten- 
year index of subjects, authors, and reviews in the journal for the period 
1964 to 1973. An earlier index summarized the subject and author entries 
for the first five years of the journal’s publication. Rather than provide a 
succeeding five-year index, it was felt that an index covering the first ten 
years of publication would be preferable, in that it would facilitate the use 
of the journal by researchers and teachers. 


A further advantage of the ten-year index is that it permitted us to 
cover the accumulation of entries for all years under a commonly used 
subject classification system, namely that which guides the preparation of 
our companion journal, POPULATION INDEX. You will notice that 
this subject classification, shown at the front of this issue, has been used to 
organize the subject index, and the alphanumeric codes in italics following 
the page numbers of entries in the author index refer to the same classifica- 
tion. 


In this index, comments to the editor and replies to them are treated 
in the same way as regular articles, but reviews of books and general areas 
(both individual reviews and symposia) are shown in a separate section, as 
indicated on the cover. 


The first ten years of DEMOGRAPHY reflected the work of four ed- 
itors. Donald J. Bogue introduced the journal and remained as editor for 
five years (1964-1968). Beverly Duncan took over the editorial function 
for the next three years (1969-1971). Basil Zimmer edited the journal for 
one year (1972), and I served in that role during the succeeding year 
(1973). Throughout the ten-year span, DEMOGRAPHY has attempted 
to represent the best in population research and writing. We hope that this 
index will not only assist various persons as a general reference, but that 
it will also provide evidence of the substantial demographic accomplish- 
ments of the past decade. 


In putting together the index, we were fortunate to be able to rely on 
the organizational and compilational experience of Barbara Glouchevitch, 
Editor of POPULATION INDEX, and the excellent work of Geraldine P. 
Hancock, a member of her staff, who collected and sorted the information 
and prepared the manuscript. Margaret Meeter, of the DEMOGRAPHY 
staff, put the manuscript in final shape for publication. 


If any errors escaped our attention, or if users have suggestions for 
modification of the format or presentation in future indexes, we would be 
pleased to learn about them.
